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(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve display qual- 
ity and secure reliability by separating electrically in- 
terfered parts, and moreover to improve yield when 
a failure occurs in integrated driving circuits, by elec- 
trically connecting electric pads formed on both sub- 
strates via low-temperature fusible anisotropic conduc- 
tive particles. 

SOLUTION: Both substrates 11, 20 are opposed to 
each other, for example, with a 5 spacing and 
are bonded in the periphery of the substrates with a 
sealant 30 made of epoxy compound resin, and this 
spacing is filled with liquid crystal 19. In advance to 
the fixing of the spacing between both substrates 1 1, 
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20 with the sealant 30, pad parts 1 7, 23 are electrically 
connected via a lower resistance. Since the sealant 
30 is an insulating material, conductive particles have 
anisotropic conductive connection in which they are in- 
sulated in the lateral direction and the adjoining elec- 
trode pad parts 1 7, 23 on the same substrates 1 1 , 20 
are not brought into conduction. Thus, it is possible 
to make driving circuits 16, 22 normally operate and 
achieve an improvement in a yield. 
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
